B. To secure employment opportunities, attestation of your educational certificates is a 


must. 


C. For obtaining residence visa or family visa, attestation is required for all the needed 


non-educational documents like Marriage certificate, Migration certificate and so on. 


D. An Attested Educational certificate is a mandatory requirement for writing MOH 
(Ministry of Health) and DOH (Dept. Health) examinations by laboratory, pharmacists, 


doctors, technicians, nurses etc. 


E. To secure the right to sell properties, you should take an attestation of the concerned 


document such as a power of attorney. 


F. For getting the enrollment of your child done in a school, you must submit an attested 


birth certificate of your child in the destination country. 


G. Even for company registration purposes, attestation of the concerned commercial 


certificates is non-negotiable.
